The second phase started when the 
Mujahideen panics, who fought bravely 
the Soviet Union in a Jihad, turned their 
guns tin each other.

F ollowing a week of grief in 
Jordan over the death of King 
Hussein, diplomats and analysts 
in the United Stales expect that the 
Jordanian economy wifi begin to 
show signs of improvement if the 
pledges made at the King's funeral 
became Tangible. 

Many observers believe that the heavy 
debt burden lias cast a shadow over rlie 
expected economic revival in Jordan, and 
some worry that the nervousness that 
followed the King's death could set a 
crippling efFect on Jordan's currency. But 
the diplomats say that Jordan, an impor- 
tant stabilizing force in the Middle East, 
remains in urgent need of relief- perhaps 
through the rescheduling of hundreds of 
millions of dollars in debt owed this year 
to Japan and Europe, or, preferably, 
through forgiveness, a step embraced by 
rlie United States in 1994, when it wiped 
away S700 million in Jordanian debt. 

For now, the U.S. promise to speed 
payments of millions of dollars in eco- 
nomic aid to Jordan appears to have

mats in Washington. Joseph Sisco, for- 
mer Assistant Secretary of State told the 
Arab Daily that the outpouring of inter- 
national support at the King’s funeral 
should tell the people of Jordan that they 
arc not alone in this situation. 

“It underscores the fact, that as small 
as Jordan may be, nevertheless, the sta- 
bility and the well being of Jordan is of 
importance to the United States." 

According to Sisco, Jordanian- 
American relations will continue to be 
strong because both countries have 
common interests in achieving peace in 
the region. He added that President 
Clinton has decided to request some 
additional money for Jordan and he 
expects Congress would provide it. 

' “l think there is good bipartisan sup- 
port and good ' understanding in this 
country of the. positive nature of the 


U.S.-Jordan relationship and the need for 
the United States to do as much as it can 
and contribute to Jordan's stability and 
welfare." 

Sisco believes that, given Jordan’s eco- 
nomic situation. King Abdullah will ini- 
tially have ro give some priority to the 
welfare and economic development of 
Jordan. "The support of the Internation- 
al community is important,' " he said. 
"King Abdullah is also sensitive to the 
fact that there may be now an important 
window of opportunity to improve rela- 
tions with some of the Arab states in the 
region. I know the Kuwaitis are about to 
resume diplomatic relations and the 
Saudis have sent a high ranking repre- 
sentative: Certainly, friendly Arabs under- 
stand die importance of Jordan." 

Commenting on die challenges facing 
the new King from neighboring coun- 
tries, Sisco said "if there is a challenge or 
a test he will not only have to rely on his 
own good sense, but also on die contin- 
uing advice of Prince Hassan and others, 
and on the governmental institutions 


that have become one of Hie legacies 
dial King Hussein has left. I believe King 
Abdullah lias the ia|«iciiy and the expe- 
rience to do the job. II iinv of Ionian's 
neighbors, especially Iraq, try to lest the 
new King and provoke the situation, in 
these circumstances.

Commenting on the situation in 
Jordan, die Washing fun Post said on 
Monday that Israel’s altitude toward 
King Abdullah is likely to he the same as 
it was toward his father. The newspaper 
said even as President Clinton promised 
King Abdullah that he would ask 
Congress for an additional S300 million 
in aid to Jordan, "the Israeli leadership 
was signaling its friends in Washington 
that Clinton's proposed aid package 
would most definitely be in Israel's inter- 
est." The Times added that whether or 
not Binyamin Netanyahu is reelected as 
Israel's prime minister on May 17, “the 
Jewish state seems certain to stick to its 
traditional view that Jordan Is a buffer 
against fierce enemies in Syria and Iraq."

ROME (AFP) — The Vatican Wednesday was preparing for a 
visit by Palestinian President Yasser Arafat, expected to renew an 
Invitation for Pope John Paul II to travel to Berhlehem to mark 
the new millennium. 

The two-day visit ro Rome and Vatican City starting Thursday 
will mark the seventh time the pontiff has met the Palestine 
liberation Organization (PLO) chairman. 

The pope has repeatedly said lie wishes to tour the Holy Land 
in 2000. a goal which Vatican observers say may be impossible 
In the light of the political tensions in the region. 

He wants to visit not only Bethlehem, which has been under 
Palestinian rule since 1995. but also Jerusalem, Mount Sinai and 
parts of Iraq, where lie would trace the reputed steps or 
Abraham, the patriarch or the Jewish, Christian and Muslim reli- 
gions. 

After arriving early Thursday, Arafat is scheduled to attend a 
UN-organized conference in Rome, Bethlehem 2000, which aims 
to develop infrastructure and tourism in the city of Christ's 
birthplace.

DUBAI(DPA) — US Navy Secretary Richard Danzig met for talks 
Wednesday with Bahrain Emir Sheikh Isa Ben Salman Al Khalifa 
on the first stop of a Gulf tour, the Bahraini Gulf News Agency 
said. The talks dealt with regional and international issues, rhe 
agency said. Danzig, who arrived in Bahrain Tuesday, is touring 
the Gulf to familiarize himself with the region and meet govern- 
ment and military officials, the US embassy in Bahrain said. 
Khalifa said his country wants to bolster relations with tile 
United States in all domains and highly praised the US adminis- 
tration's role in maintaining security and stability in the region. 
The visit, three months after Danzig took office, comes amid 
new tensions in the region. Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
threatened on Sunday to attack neighboring Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait and Turkey if they continue ro allow US and British war 
planes. to use their bases to patrol "no-fly" zones in northern 
and southern Iraq. Iraq does not recognize the zones which 
were created after the 1991 Gulf War to protect Kurdish and 
Shiites from the Baghdad government. 



ARAFAT MAY POSTPONE PLANS 
TO DECLARE A STATE IN MAY 


RAMALLAH (R) — Palestinian President 
Yasser Arafat has told a group of 
Palestinians that he is studying whether tn 
postpone plans to declare an independent 
Palestinian state in May, a member of the 
group said Wednesday. 

Qais Abdul Qarim. of the Democratic 
Front for the Liberation of Palestine (DFLP), 
said the Palestinian leader told senior DFLP 
officials on Monday that any delay would 
be in return for international guarantees or 
recognition of a future state. 

"During the discussion, Abu Animar 
|Arafat] referred to some proposals that are 
being floated to possibly delay the declara- 
tion of the state for a certain period of time 
in return for American, European and Arab 
guarantees, such as a conditional delay in 
return for recognition of the state when it 
is declared," Abdul Qarim told Reuters. 

"Abu Ainmar said ihe issue of declaration 
of the state must lie studied carefully and 
that ail the clemenrs that affect it should 
be examined and carefully calculated." he 
said. 

Abdul Qarim. better known as Abu l.aiki. 
is a member of the DFLP politburo and was 
in the group that met Arafat in the West 
Bank. 
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The movement, which is part of the PLO 
and based in Damascus, opposes the Oslo 
interim peace process between Israel and 
the Palestinians. 

Arafat lias in the past said he would 


declare a state on May 4. the end nf a five- 
year period for negotiating a final peace 
under the Oslu process. 

Fie lias faced mounting international 
pressure not lo make such a unilateral dec- 
laration. particularly in the run-up to an 
early general election ill Israel on May 17. 

Israel's right-wing Prime Minister 
Benyamiii Netanyahu froze peace deals two 
months ago and is campaigning for re-elec- 
tion on a platform that opposes Palestinian 
statehood. 

A senior member of Israel’s opposition 
Labor party, Yossi Beilin, said he had 
advised Arafat to extend the interim period

conclude a permanent peace settlement. 

"If we don’t, it doesn’t mean that Israel 
would recognize a Palestinian state il 
Arafat declares il then."

ISRAELI POLICE PREVENT

EAST JERUSALEM HOME 


OCCUPIED JERUSALAM (AFP) — Israeli police 
prevented a group of Jewish militants fnnn occu- 
pying a home in a Palestinian ncighboihood of 
Arab east Jerusalem on Wednesday, a police offi- 
cial said. 

The Israelis, ultra-nationalists from a religious 
seminary located in Arab east Jerusalem, tried to 
move into a home which they said had been pur- 
chased from a Palestinian family in the Arab quar- 
ter of Sheikh Jarah. 

Palestinian neighbors gathered to prevent 
them from taking over the home and Israeli 
police intervened and ordered the building evac- 
uated by all sides. 

Police spokeswoman Linda Menuhim said rhe 
Israeli activists left peacefully and were told to 
present city authorities with documents proving 
they had purchased the house. 

Jewish militant groups, with the backing of the 
right-wing government of Prime Minister 


Henyaiuin Netanyahu, have stepped up efforts 
over the past two years to expand the Jewish 
presence in Arab east Jerusalem. 

Israel captured the sector of the city from 
Jordan during the 1967 Mideast war and later 
annexed it as pan of the country's capital. 

Palestinians hope to make Arab east Jerusalem 
the capital of a future state and Israel agreed to 
negotiate the future status of the city under the 
Oslo interim peace accords. 

But Netanyahu’s government has ruled out any 
concession of Israeli sovereignty over the entire 
city. 

Since 1967. around 160,000 Jews have settled 
in Arab east Jerusalem, almost ah of them in new 
residential areas built 1 outside of existing Arab 
neighborhoods. 

A Palestinian census carried out a year ago put 
the Arab population of the city at around 
200,000. 


HAMAS FOUNDER ADMITTED 
TO HOSPITAL 





Gaza. (DPA) — Sheikh Ahmad Yassin, leader of the Islamic 
resistance movement Hamas, was admitted to hospital 
Wednesday suffering from severe chest pain, his family said. 

Doctors at Shifla Hospital in Gaza said he was in a stable 
condition and will be kept under observation for at least the 
next three days. 

Yassin, 59, a quadriplegic who also suffers from deafness, 
founded Hamas in Gaza in 1988. An Israel military court sen- 
tenced him In the same year to life imprisonment for ordering 
the kidnapping and killing of two Israeli soldiers. 

Yassin was released on October 1997 Following mediation 
by the late King Hussein of Jordan In exchange for the release 
of two Israeli Mossed agent who attempted to assassinate a 
Hamas leader, Khalcd Meshaal. in Amman, 

Hamas opposes the peace process and carried out a series 
. of suicide bomb attacks in Israel that killed dozens of people. 


TWO EGYPTIANS 

ARRESTED 
IN ALBANIA 

TIRANA, Albania (AP) — A 
Tirana ctuut ruled Wednesday 
that nv<» Egyptians detained by 
secret service agents and 
charged with illegal possession 
of guns and falsifying docu- 
ments should remain in jail. 

According to the local 
media, the two were detained 
in Tirana on Monday night, 
along with rxvo Albanians, 
when secret service agents 
broke into their apartment and 
seized automatic guns, hand- 
grenades, forged passports 
and radio equipment. 

The media identified the 
two Egyptians as Mohammad 
Nexhip Jasim, 34, and Abdul 
Muhein Naem. 36. 

The -Albanians were later 
released for lack of evidence. 

Officials at the interior min- 
istry denied involvement in 
the arrests, while officials at 
the National Information 
Service refused to comment. 

The local media reported 
Wednesday that the arrests 
were related to an attempted 
attack against the American 
embassy in Tirana last year. On 
Aug. 17, 120 heavily armed US 
Marines tightened security 
after US officials said they 
received credible evidence of a 
plan to attack the US mission. 

The embassy temporarily 
suspended normal operations, 
evacuating family members 
and non-essential personnel. 

Later that month, police and 
intelligence agents in Tirana

IRAQI FM IN YEMEN 
WITH MESSAGE 
FROM SADDAM 

SANAA (AFP) — Iraqi Foreign Minister Mohammad Said Al Sahhaf 
arrived in Yemen on Wednesday with a message from President 
Saddam Hussein to his Yemeni opposite number Ail Abdullah 
Saleh.The message referred to the situation in Iraq and possible 
cooperation between Baghdad and Sanaa, a Yemeni official said. 

It is Sahhaf's second visit to Yemen since December following 
the US and British air war on Iraq, and comes as part of a tour of 
Arab countries. 

Earlier this month Saleh called for a lifting of the 1990 embargo 
on Iraq. 

Yemen opposed the December air strikes and was at the fore- 
front of failed efforts to convene an Arab summit on the crisis. 


BAGHDAD (AFP) — Iraq said Wednesday it 
expects a major new US assault by April fol- 
lowing Washington's repeated warnings of 
severe punishment if Baghdad carries out 
threats to attack Saudi Arabia and Kuwait. 

“The US escalation starred two days ago 
and will continue in coming weeks to pre- 
pare a new military strike against Iraq 
under UN cover, within 45 days at the 
most,” said Babel newspaper run by 
President Saddam Hussein's son Uday. 

“The intensification of enemy air raids in 
the north and south of Iraq was prepared in 
advance by the United States, which real- 
ized they can not change the regime, as 
they like to call it, without direct military 
action," it said. 

“Unable to achieve this objective, they 
are trying to inflict human losses on Iraq 
and weaken its air defenses” ahead of a 
major strike like the Desert Fox air war 
waged by Washington and London in mid- 
. December, said Babel. 

it called for Iraq "to move into action 
rather than continue to take strikes and 
then act." 

But the US Defense Department, echoing 
earlier US warnings, said Tuesday “any 
attack by Iraq against any of our allies in 
the region would be a severe mistake and 
would be met with a very swift and sure 
response." 


Iraq has since Sunday leveled threats at 
Kuwait and Saudi Arabia for allowing their 
air bases to be used by US and British war- 
planes enforcing a “no-lly” /.one over 
southern Iraq. 

Iraqi Deputy Prime Ministei Tareq Aziz 
visited Turkey on Monday in an unsuccess- 
ful bid to try to convince Ankara to stop 
allowing US and British warplanes to use an 
air base at Incirlik for patrols over northern 
Iraq. 

Air patrols of northern and southern Iraq 
have triggered several clashes since 
December in which US warplanes have tar- 
geted Iraq's air defenses and other installa- 
tions. 

On Monday, five people were killed, an 
Iraqi military spokesman said. 

In Saudi Arabia, Okaz newspaper warned 
Wednesday that an Iraqi “act of folly" such 
as an attack on its Gulf neighbors would 
trigger Saddam's downfall. 

“If cite stupid and desperate efforts of 
the Iraqi regime push it to an act of folly hy 
executing its threats, it will be exposed to 
a swift reaction," said Okaz, which like 
other Saudi dailies reflects Riyadh's official 
position. 

“Saddam Hussein will realize Hint his fin- 
ger on the trigger was actually holding a 
gun pointed at his own heart,” Okaz said.

KUWAIT TO COLLECT $84 
MILLION MORE IN GULF 
WAR COMPENSATION

Kuwait City (DPA) — Kuwait is due to collect 
S84 million this week for damages resulting 
from, the 1990-91 Iraqi occupation that led to 
the Gulf War, the head of Kuwait's compensa- 
tion authority said Wednesday. 

Khnled Al Mudaif. chairman of the Public 
Authority for the Assessment of 
Compensation, told the Kuwait News Agency 
that the payment, the fifth one made by Iraq 
from limited oil sales, would cover claimants 
who were forced to flee the Gulf state, and to 
those who suffered losses below SI 00,000. 

The payment, to be distributed among 
33.801 claimants, is likely to be transferred to 
Kuwait on Thursday, he said. 

Under the United Nations approved oil- for- 


food program Iraq must hand over 30 percent 
of its total crude sales every six months for 
war reparations. Iraq's worldwide payment 
this time is around S8I5 million. 

The ceiling on Iraqi nil sales tinder the pro- 
gram is S5.2 billion each half year, but because 
of the dilapidated condition of the its oil 
industry and low oil prices, Iraq has only been 
able to earn about S3 billion this period.

YEMEN HOPES KUWAIT 
WILL RESTORE TIES SOON 


KUWAIT CiTY (AFP) — Yemen's Foreign 
Minister Abdul Kader Bajammal said 
Wednesday he hopes for a restoration of nor- 
mal ties with Kuwait soon, following a cut in 
the wake of the 1991 Gulf War. 

Bajammal said he and his Kuwaiti counter- 
part Sheikh Sabah Al Ahinid Al Sabah had dis- 
cussed arrangements to reopen the Yemeni 
embassy In Kuwait and to restore diplomatic 
ties, Al Ral Al Aarn newspaper reported. 

“Sheikh Sabah promised me that he. would 
work out an arrangement and inform me about 
it," said Bajammal, who held talks with Sheikh 
Sabah at last month’s meeting of Arab foreign 
ministers In Cairo. 

Bajammal hoped ties would be restored very 


soon, although any decision on the timeframe 
was in Sheikh Sabah's hands. 

Tlie Yemeni embassy, like those of Sudan 
and Jordan, was closed after the liberation of 
Kuwait by a US-led coalition following a Iraqi 
seven-month occupation, during which Sanaa 
had backed Baghdad. 

Kuwait, however, has moved towards a nor- 
malization of relations with the countries 
which supported Iraq during the Gulf crisis. 

Last year, Sudan reopened its embassy after 
its foreign minisrer admitted that Khartoum 
had made a mistake in supporting Baghdad. 

Jordan is also due to reopen its Kuwait mis- 
sion soon. 


ANKARA (R) — Turkey said on 
Wednesday it was ready to 
answer any threat by southern 
neighbor Iraq in a row over 
Western warplanes patrolling 
Iraqi no-fly zones. 

Hie United States has already 
warned Baghdad to expect swill 
action if it attacked the bases' in 
Kuwait, Saudi Arabia or Hirkey 
from where US and British planes 
patrol the zones in norrhem and 
southern Iraq.

DUBAI (AFP) — The Kurds or northern Iraq, unlike rheir coun- 
terparts in Europe whose protests have swept the continent, 
were untroubled Wednesday by Ankara's arrest of Turkish Kurd 
rebel leader Abdullah Ocalan.

“The Kurdish question started before Ocalan and the PKK. and 
it will continue after him. It can only be resolved through a rad- 
ical solution" which grants them. their rights, he said. 

The rival Kurdistan Democratic Party (KDP) refused to com- 
ment on Tuesday's capture of Ocalan in Kenya. 

"In the past, the PKK mounted terrorist actions which harmed 
the Kurds of Iraq, and what's important to us is that terrorist 
actions be s rapped in Iraqi Kurdistan," said a KDP spokesman, 
also in London. 

"We are in favor of a settlement to the Kurdish question in 
Turkey that is democratic and respeers human rights." said the 
spokesman, whose group lias allied itself with Tkirlcey in fighting 
the PKK.

“I think the main thing is that if Ocnlan has a trial, it should 
be fair and in accordance with all requirements of the law,"

"And it is desirable that the trial be held with international 
observers present,” he said. 


Switzerland urges Turkey 
not . to. execute Ocalan 

ZURICH (Reuters) — Switzerland urged Turkey on Wednesday 
not to execute Kurdish rebel leader Abdullah Ocalan even if lie 
is convicted of treason after a fair trial. 

The Berne government also reiterated its appeal for Kurdish 
demonstrators to quit occupying diplomatic missions in Geneva, 
Rerne and Zurich and free a remaining hostage or else face 
police force to restore law and order. 

Stepping up an appeal on Tuesday, the cabinet issued a state- 
ment reiterating that it expected Turkey to conduct a fair trial 
for Ocalan. 

"International observers should be admitted to the trial. The 
Federal Council (cabinet) also expects that a death sentence will 
nut be passed, in accordance with the Council of Europe's prac 
lice, and will not be carried out in any event.” it said.

Agencies — Three Kurdish pro- 
testers were shot and killed while 
trying to enter the Israeli con- 
sulate Wednesday, a day alter the 
arrest of fugitive Kurdish leader 
Abdullah Ocalan. 

At least 1 6 people were injured 
in the confrontation with guards 
at the four-story building in a res- 
idential neighborhood lakeside 
neighborhood of stately homes, 
police said. 

Police said the shooting 
occurred when a group of Kurds 
tried to take over the building 
about 1 :50 p.m. ( 1 250 GMT). Hvo 
Kurds were killed at the scene 
and a third died at a hospital, said 
spokesman Norbert Gunkel. 
Police could not immediately con- 
firm reports of a fourth death. 

A number of Kurds rushed 
inside and briefly held hostages, 
but police said they quickly 
cleared rhe building, where the 
Israeli flag still flew. Snow on the 
front lawn was stained by blood. 

In Israel, sources speaking on 
condition of anonymity said n 
female Israeli consulate employee 
who works as a decoder was 
raken hostage mid released. 

Kurds at the scene gave con- 
flicting reports. 

One witness said an Israeli 
guard shot a pistol into a group of 
200-300 Kurds who had 
approached the consulate witli 
die intention of sending a delega- 
tion inside.

In Germany 
and Denmark, two women were rushed to 
hospital with serious burns after setting them- 
selves ablaze. 

Across Europe. Kurdish demonstrations 
were directed largely against the Greek 
authorities, following allegations that Greece 
lad handed over Ocalan to his political ene- 
mies. Greek embassies and consulates were 
occupied or attacked in more than a dozen 
fines. Ocalan's supporters rook hostages at 
missions in the Netherlands and Switzerland 
and threatened mass suicides at embassies in 
Brussels, Bonn and London. Kenya's missions 
in Bonn and Vienna and United Nations' 
premises in Geneva and Armenia were also 
■argwed. The Greek ambassador in Vienna 
some of his staff were taken hostage. In 
The Hague, the ambassador's wife, his eight- 


year-old son and a Filipino servant were held 
at the official residence. 

In Dusseldorf, Kurds who occupied the 
Greek consulate appeared briefly in be threat- 
ening to throw a man nut of a window.

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KURDS ARE WORLD'S 
LARGEST STATELESS NATION 


K urds climbing on roofs, taking hostages, 
tussling with the police and occupying 
embassies in a dozen countries across 
Europe yesterday threw an unusually bright spot- 
light on this nation without a state. 

Turkish attempts to track down "Apo" Ocalan, 
the fugitive secretary-general of the PKK have 
generated much heat - about terrorism, double 
standards, national Liberation and international 
law. There will be more ns lie tries to use the 
dock of an Ankara milirnry court as a platform to 
speak out for his people. 

Not since the mass flight of Iraqi Kurds front a 
vengeful Saddam Hussein in the terrible after- 
math of the 1991 Gulf War has so much attention 
been paid to a people who, in their famously self- 
pitying bur accurate phrase, have “no friends but 
the mountains". 

Kurds are used to anonymity. Their numbers 
(between 20 and 25 million} disputed, they have 
found it hard tu impress their distinct identity on 
a world in which they nre split by geography 
between five countries and politically and eco- 
nomically marginalized within them. 

B»r it is hard to imagine, awareness of their 
unfulfilled statehood heightened amid affirma- 
tions of the rights of minorities, that the Kurds 
will sink again into the romantic, baggy-trousered 
obscurity they once enjoyed. “Today they have 
emerged not quite yet as a coherent nation," says 
their historian, "nevertheless as an ethnic com- 
munity that can no longer be ignored." 

Kurds are not an "imagined community," 
though their sense of identity, unlike that, say, of 
the rebellious ethnic Albanians of Kosovo, is not 
based on unity of language or religion. The south- 
ern and northern Kurdish dialects. Sorani and 
Kurmanji, arc nor mutually understandable, while 
there are several million speakers of more dis- 
tantly related dialects, closer to Farsi, the lan- 
guage of Iran. 

• Most are Sunni Muslims, but many Hirkish 
Kurds belong to the heterodox Alevi sect. 
Unsurprisingly, this scattered people of warriors, 
nomads and small farmers have never enjoyed 
national independence. The concept was 
unthinkable in the Ottoman empire, where most 
lived in “mountainous irrelevancy” from the I6tli 
to the early 20th century. The Kurds' best-eve r 
chance of freedom came in 1918, when President 
Woodrow Wilson’s support for self-determina- 
tion re-drew the map of the post-Hapshurg and 
post-Ottoman world, but was defeated by the 
British. French and TUrks, who all had their own 
ideas. 

Tribal, regional and sectarian differences 
ensured that the Kurds, known for their “irre- 
pressible tendency for feuding," remained weak 
and divided, though British-ruled Iraq in the early 
1920s provided their first guarantees of partial 
cultural freedom, a tradition continued by the 
Arab nationalist and Ba'athist regimes that fol- 
lowed the overthrow of the monarchy in 1958. 

In Hirkey it was a different story from the start. 
Kemal Ataturk, father of the modem state, swept 
aside the Allied demands for freedom of language 
and culture that had been written into the Treaty 
of Lausanne.

Pepsi last September transferred its non-U. S. 
advertising to Paris-based CLM/BBDO from BBDO 
Worldwide in New York. The Paris agency sent its 
research teams to nighrdubs front Dubai to Sao 
Paulo to find out what teenagers want, Lambert 
said. The resulting campaign began in Poland, 
Slovakia and the Czech Republic last week and 
arrives in Britain next month. Media buying will 
focus on 20 countries where cola consumption is 
due to double in the next three years, mainly 
among youngsters who have never before drunk 
cola. These include China, India, Eastern Europe, 
South-East Asia and Latin America. 

Pepsi comes a close second to Coke in their 
home U.S. market. Although Pepsi is dwarfed by 


its rival outside the U.S.. it dominates in eineig- 
ing markets such as the Middle hist. India and 
Pakistan. Pepsi i me mat i mini marketing seniui 
vice president Massimo P'Anmre said last 
Sept umbel.

EGYPT'S BOURSES 
MODERNIZE 


CAIRO (R) — Egypt's stock exchanges 
announced on Wednesday they would have a 
fully computerized system by the end of the 
year that they hoped would give them a lead- 
ing role in the region. 

“Today we are introducing our integrated 
solution system," Sanpeh El-Torgoman, chair- 
man of the Cairo and Alexandria stock 
exchanges, tojd a news conference. 

The bourses aimed to increase the number 
of local investors to five rntllion from a current 
half a million and to attract more foreigners 
once the new system was : in place, he said. 

“We hope with this system we will play a 
leading role in the region partly because Inany 


countries have selected the same system," said 
Torgoman, citing Dubai in the United Arab 
Emirates. Lebanon, Saudi Arabia, Bahrain and 
Pakistan. The new system was being installed 
by EFA Software Services Ltd of Canada, with 
tlte final software due In August. 

The integrated software, which will cost qn 
estimated 14 to 17 million pounds (S23-28 mil- 
lion), includes an automated trading system, 
integrated clearing, settlement and depository 
and an advanced surveillance facility. There are 
876 companies listed on both exchanges, 
which traded more than 200 million pounds in 
the first week of February, up from 1 50 million 
in the whole .pf January. Torgojnaq said.

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DELL DISAPPOINTS, HP EXCEEDS 


NEW YORK (CNNfh) — In a rare disappoint- 
ment, Dell Computer Corp. reported wealcer- 
than-expected revenue growth, sending its 
shares reeling in after-hours trade and prompt- 
ing fears that other technology stocks will fol- 
low suit when trading resumes on Wednesday. 
Dell (DELL) . the Round Rock. Texas-based direct 
seller of PCs, earned $425 million in the fiscal 
fourth quarter ended January 29 more than any 
other quarter in the company's history. 

However, the resuits were not good enough 
for Wall Street, which has come to expect stel- 
lar performance from Dell. Art Russell, an ana- 
lyst at Edward Jones, said rival computer mak- 
ers have taken a chunk out of Dell's business as 
the rest of the industry has gotten its invento- 
ry problems under control. "Companies like 
Compaq. HP and IBM (IBM) now have their 
inventories in shape because they’re combining 
a direct model with retail sales." Russell said. 
"That's having an impact on Dell." in this story: 
Hewlett-Packard beats the Street Dell expects 
higher sales in year 2000 Dell's profit of 3 1 
cents a share met Wail Street's expectations. 
But its revenues of S5.2 billion were about $300 
million less than analysts expected. Roger 
McNamee of Integral Capital Partners said 
Dell's shortfall could have a ripple effect on the 
technology-laden Nasdaq market when trading 
resumes on Wednesday. 

"The psychology of the market in the last 
week has been so fragile." he said.

And in its quarterly roundup released Tuesday, 
Australia's central bank cut its inflation forecasts, 
leaving room for an interest rate cut if growth 
slows down. Costello highlighted RBA comments 
that die Australian economy exceeded most 
expectations last year. 

IThe Australian economy not only survived 
recession, not only grew, but grew at above 
trend rate and became one of the fastest grow- 
ing economies in the world," he told parliament. 
"And today the Westpac consumer confidence 
index was released again under the heading: 
'Consumer confidence surges again'. ‘The com- 
bined two -month jump in confidence ... is the 
largest since October/November 1993, coincid- 
ing with Sydney’s successful bid for the Olympic 
Games, "fire last high surge was about as high as 


the jump that the then premier of New South 
Wales gave when Sydney won the Olympics." 

Bill Evans, Westpac Banking Carp genera! 
manager economics, said the buoyant economy 
revealed in the latest data suggested the next 
move in interest rates would be up although 
probably not until next year.

The newly deciphered gene, 
called hemagglutinin (HA), is the 
fiist of the eight genes in the 
influenza vims dim scientists are 
investigating, says molemlar 
biologist Ann Reid of the Aimed 
forces Institute of Pathology in 
Washington, P.C. 

She says the scientists winked 
with lissue samples pieseiveJ 
hum si ild icrs who died in 
September. W1B, ,u l-T. J.rcl-MUi. 
S.f.. tii id Camp llptiin. N.Y. mili- 
tary bases The third sample 
came liom the tiozen body ol a 
woman who died in Alaska in 
November of the same seat and 
was lunied in pci mat rust, says 
Reid, a co-Jtuhor ol the study.

NEW MARS IMAGES MUCH BETTER, 
TELL MORE ABOUT PLANET 


MARS PATHFINDER MISSION 



LONDON (R) — Scientists are closer 
ro piecing together a view of the 
early climate on Mars that cmiltl help 
answer tire question nl' whether lile 
existed on the red planet. 

Tire latest images from the Mars 
Global Surveyor mission, amvnily 
orbiting Mars, show evidence of vol- 
canoes, wind and valley formations 
created by a groundwater source ol 
flowing water, researchers said on 
Wednesday. 

In letters published iu the science 
journal. Nature, the researchers said 
high-resolution pictures from the 
Mars Orbiter Camera, 20-40 times 
better than previous images, suggest 
Mars was not always ihe cold, dry 
planet it is today. 

"The images being acquired by the 
Mars Orbiter Camera support an ori- 
gin of tire valley networks by fluid 
erosion; the nature of the landfomis 
suggest that this fluid was water. In 
most cases the source appeals to 
have been ground water," said 
Michael Malin and Michael Carr of 
tire US Geological Survey. 

The scientists also found layering 
in the 4,000 kilometer long Valles 
Marineris canyon system, indicating 
volcanic activity in the fust billion 
years of the planet. 

“The groundwater observation 
was a real home run. It was fairly 
definitive,” Maria Zuber, a geophysi- 
cist at tire Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology who evaluated all the 
research, said in a telephone inter- 
view. 

“It's very dear that these features 
had a groundwater source." she said, 
adding that the conditions were 
favourable for tire development of 
life but did not prove it. 

In another letter. William 
Hartmann and colleagues from the 
Planetary Sdcnce Institute inTlicson, 
Arizona, said detailed mapping of the 
age of the different regions suggests 
drat volcanic activity was a continu- 
ing process on the planet. 

Volcanoes arc important because 
they melt ice into wnterand release 
gases warm up planets. 

"Wliat the observations do Is place 
early Mars in a better framework that 
is better understood. Ultimately before 
we figure out wlrether life ever existed 
we must have a better knowledge of 
the state of tire planet at a particular 
time. That is what tlrese observations 
are starting to provide," Zuber said.

WORLD ARMIES PREPARES FOR Y2K 

PENTAGON TO HELP RUSSIAN ARMY I 


MOSCOW (DPA) — Control 
over nuclear weapons and mis- 
siles is lost, aircraft fall from 
the sky, large concerns and 
banks lose all their data, the 
supply of Russian gas to 
Western Europe fails — these 
are the horror scenarios that 
Russian and Western experts 
paint regarding the looming 
Year 2000 computer catastro- 
phe. 

A U.S. Pentagon delegation, 
which arrived in Moscow 
Wednesday, will confront these 
headaches and offer their 
advice to senior Russian mili- 
tary officials on how to gear up 
their largely obsolete comput- 
ers to cope with the 
changeover from December 31 . 
1999, to January I. 2000. The 
talks are due to start Thursday. 

Alexander Krupnov, the head 
uf the Russian state communi- 
cation committee, says Russia 
needs up to 3 billion dollars to 
surmount the problem, while 
there is scarcely a kopek left in 
the depleted government cof- 
fers to pay for making the 


state's computers Y2K- compat- 
ible. 

The ministry is looking for 
sponsors. The chaos is pre- 
programmed, as the Year 2000 
problem will hit all computers 
using only two digits to 
process years. These comput- 
ers will read “00‘‘ as 1900, not 
as 2000. 

The situation is particularly 
critical in the Defence Ministry 
and in the federal aviation 
authority. The Defence 
Ministry has at least carried out 
an inventory of its computer- 
controlled military systems, 
and the results are shocking. 
Only 22 per cent of the systems 
are equipped for the year 2000, 
and there is no money to 
upgrade the computers, some 
of which are 20 years old. 

“There is litrle time left," 
Krupnov warns. Even the 
around 130 Russian military 
satellites in space could go 
missing for good, experts 
warn. 

Deputy head of government 
Vladimir Bulgak, at the head of 


a 30- strong commission on the 
problem, has acknowledged 
Russia is not sufficiently pre- 
pared. 

The authorities were work- 
ing too slowly and had appar- 
ently failed to understand the 
significance of the problem. 
The software on around 60 per 
cent of all computers had to be 
renewed, Bulgak said, adding 
that 1 5 per cent of the comput- 
ers were completely obsolete 
and had to be replaced with 
new hardware. 

The Defence and Interior 
ministers, the heads of the 
secret service and managers of 
large airlines and energy con- 
cerns had to get used to the 
idea that they would be spend- 
ing New Year's Eve at the con- 
trols in their various headquar- 
ters, Bulgak said. 

They would bear personal 
responsibility and had to 
ensure that they had found suf- 
ficient funds for the upgrading 
of the computers, lie added. 

Every Russian state organiza- 
tion is required to produce at 


the end of every quarter a 
report detailing to wliat extent 
their computers are ready for 
the worst-case scenario, in 
terms of a government decree 
on avoiding negative conse- 
quences in computers at the 
starr of the Year 2000. 

The Atomic Ministry intends 
to complete the testing of all 
computers in atomic reactors 
and military facilities by August 
• the facilities have to hear rhe 
costs themselves. 

The Russian natural gas 
monopoly concern, Gazprom, 
rejects fears that the gas supply 
to the West could be cut oil' as 
a result of failing computers. 

North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization experts in 
Brussels also intended to tack- 
le the Y2K problem soon. NATO 
lias already assured Russia ihat 
the changeover will not release 
a missile attack from the West 
by misrake. 

The Russians have, hy con- 
trast, been unable to provide a 
similar assurance.

"Tbe business we're in is to help 
; communities when they're over- 


whelmed by an event, a blizzard, 
riot or other natural or manmade 
disasters." said Lt. Col. Tim 
Donovan, spokesman for the 
National Guard in Wisconsin. "Yfe 
have the resources. And maiiy of 
the consequences being speculat- 
ed about Y2K are not unlike the 
tilings we've been doing for years.” 

The potential problem stems 
from how computers deal with the 
date. Since most computers only 
recognize the last two digits of a 
date, such as the 99 In 1999, some 
of them are likely to interpret 00 as 
1900. 

Most government officials 
expea only minor problems from 


the so-called Y2K bug and say 
training the National Guard is 
merely a precaution. Others are 
predicting shutdowns of airports, 
train stations and power genera- 
tore. 

Just in case, the adjutant general 
in Washington state rescheduled a 
drill so that 3,000 guardsmen 
would be on duty on New fear's 
Eve and Jan. 1. 

The decision to call out the 
Guard in each state rests with die 
governor. 

Tn New Mexico, officials plan to 
keep all 28 state armories open on 
New Year's Eve, said Guard 
spokesman Tom Koch. In Rhode 


Island, the Guard's adjutant gener- 
al diairs regular meetings with 
state agency representatives to dis- 
cuss contingency plans. 

Capt. Neal O'Brien, a spokesman 
for die Ohio Guard, said states are 
used to handling dire emergencies. 
In the last five years alone, guards- 
men were called on to deal with 
floods, blizzards and a prison riot. 

'The difference between Y2K 
and all those were that we have a 
year's notice on diis one," O'Brien 
said. "It gives us the opportunity to 
plan in advance, and that is an 
opportunity' that we typically don’t 
have for an emetgenty." 


NEW DELHI (AFP) — India on 
Wednesday said its home- 
made arsenal of guided mis- 
siles was insulated against the 
millennium bug that is feared 
could create worldwide havoc 
when the clock ticks over to 
2000. 

“This is probable in missiles 
of foreign origin," the Indian 
government said in response 
to newspaper reports that 
locally-built missiles were 
likely to go haywire if they 
were launched on or after 
December 31. 1999. 

"As far as Indian missiles are 
concerned they are totally 
designed, developed and pro- 
duced in the country and con- 


sequently du not have this 
problem." the government 
said iu a statement. 

“ft is reiterated that there is 
no need to get frightened on 
Y2K syndrome," it added of 
the looming new year. More 
than 30 percent of some 
200,000 Indian software pro- 
grammers are working on 
Y2K-related projects, with 
many of the professionals 
engaged in military research. 
India has built an array of 
guided and ballistic missiles, 
saying the arsenal is not only 
cheaper compared to Western 
alternatives but deadlier 
because of its stand-alone 
nature. 


MICROSOFT DENIES SWEETHEART PEAl Wj^ETSCAPE 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
Microsoft executive flatly denied 
charges that the company ille- 
gally offered In 1995 to divide 
the Internet software market 
with its biggest rival. 

Daniel Rosen, In new testimo- 
ny made public Wednesday, 
called the allegations “fiction, 
absurd and untrue" and said 
they were "either fabrications or 
the products of a fundamental 


misunderstanding."' 

Rosen, who helped organize a 
disputed meeting with Netscape 


Communications Corp., said he 
proposed then that Microsoft 
pay for Internet browser soft: 
ware that Netscape already had 
developed for computer operat- 
ing systems other than 
Windows, 

In 90 pages of written testi- 
mony, Rosen said he explained 
that Microsoft was planning to 
indude its own browser 'soft- 
ware In Windows 95, which was 
funder development. 

''There was no proposed 'mar- 
ket division.'... I 'did not get any 


sense that the two men had 
rejected my idea, much less that 
they regained it as illegal or 
improper," wrote Rosen, who 
Insisted his discussions were 
“wholly and entirely consistent 
with lawful, commonplace busi- 
ness practices." 

Netscape's chief executive 
officer, James Barksdale, testi- 
fied earlier fn. the trial-* that 
Microsoft suggested at that 
meeting "a line be drawri". to 
illegally divide,: the- market 
between ■ Netscape’s ; browser 


and Microsoft's. 

Netscape co-founder Marc 
Andersen, whose typed notes 
have emerged as important evi- 
dence for the government,

Rosen denied that Microsoft 
sought to.convlnce Netscape not

'‘We are happy for him to 
work with both the FA and 
Fulham but we would want his 
position with his club resolved 
in the summer as we don't want 
a part-time manager in the 
long-term." acting F.A. chair- 
man Geoff Thompson said. 

Acting F.A. chief executive 
David Davies, while insisting 
o tlier options were also being 
considered, said: 'T am hoping 
that later this week we will 
have something positive to say 
for all England supporters. We 
are certainly moving speedily. 

Tuesday's newspapers specu- 
lated that Keegan had been 
offered a four-year contract 
worth around 2 million pounds 
(S3.25 million), almost double 
the salary of previous coach 
Glenn Hoddle who was sacked 
earlier this month. 

But the former Newcastle 
United coach, already earning 
600,000 pounds ($975,000) a 
year at Fulham, feels he would 
be betraying the London club if 
he walked out now as they bat- 


tle for promotion to the Erst 
division. 

He had previously pledged 
his loyalty to Fulham, saying he 
planned to see out his contract. 
But on Sunday, after Ills club

Jordan will invite 
the secretary general ol the Arab League, 
all Arab Ministers of Youth, the Head 
Director of the Olympic t on run in ei us and 
the renowned Arab athletes. 

Jordan is keen in hosting the Pan Arab 
games because it has very well equipped 
sport centers and clubs which will be at 
the tournament's service, additionally, 
an interior multi-purpose hall and an 
Olympic swimming pool are under con- 
struction 

"A comprehensive survey that was 
taken to check the sports facilities 
resulted in finding out that we need an 
interior multi-purpose hall and an 
Olympic swimming pool, which are 
tinder construction and will be ready In 
May. The Sports Palace at the Hussein 
Sports City is not adequate enough to 
hold the massive numbers of games. The 
area of the new hall is 12,000 square 
meters with a capacity of 7500 persons, 
in which 16 sport games can be prac- 
ticed," said Issain Arida, Director of the 
9th Pan Arab games. 

The tournament will be on August 15- 
31, 1999. The activities will take place at 
Hussein Sports City in Amman, Prince 
Abdullah Sport City in Wehdat-East of 
Amman, Prince Mohammad Sport City in 
Zarqa which will be ready in the few 
cotning days, and Hassan Sport City in 
Irbid, in addition to Jordanian dubs and 
sports center such as: Wchdat Youth 
Center. Orthodox Club and the huge hall

Tlie artist, proud of 


J amal Badran, one uf the 
greatest craftsmen in the 
area, spent years working on 
e reproduction of the 
designs uf tire Salnh cd-DIu 
Minbar. This magnificent pul- 
pit bunted down during the 
great fire at Ai Aqsa Mosque. 
We went to interview him in 
his home at al-Rnbiah. 

Uni Rasem, a c ay little lady, 
opened the door, received us 
respectfully and speaking only 
classical Arabic, welcomed us 
into lierltome. A plush variety of 
crafts dazzled us. They were the 
fruits of many yeais of work, all 
set together as they would he in 
a museum. These were made by 
tlie same noble hands that still 
toil to create beauty; Hie IuukIs of 
Jamal Badran. 

Behind a lace-like wooden 
screen, we saw die fragile figure 
of the ancient artist-craftsman, 

• dextrously painting, at the age of 
89, an Islamic design on card- 
board. “Ybu are still working T 1 
asked. "Work is an act of wor- 
sliipf He replied, tlicn, pointing 
to his frail body lie continued, 1 
just sit, and my hand just moves 
an." Indeed, it moves on to create 
more of die marvels that tills 
man is capable of producing. 

Jamal Badran, was bom in 
Haifa, Palestine, in 1909. He stud- 
ied at die College of Applied Arts 
in Cairn, from 1922-19 27. He 
then became senior arts and 
crafts teacher at tlie Government 
Arab School and at Rashidiya 
College in Jerusalem. Iran 1930- 
1948. He also wotted as a super- 
visor of arts and crafts at die men 
& Women's train big Colleges. But 
during the British Mandate, 1934- 
37, he was sent to study in 


England at the Central School of 
Arts and Gafts. He remembers 
the comment of tlie Dean of tlie 
college when lie graduated “ " He 
was die best student oF his land 
that we have had in this school 
for some years now." It was tan- 
talising to liear tire couple reiter- 
ate die compliment with sudi 
accuracy sixty two years after; 
which goes to show liow imiior- 
tant it is to excel and get a good 
sense of achievement, no matter 
at what Age drat may be. He 
spent die yeais 1948 to 1952 in 
Damascus. “ You must liave rev- 
elled at die great craftsmanship 
dint you found diercT " Oil yes. It 
was a great pleasure for me to see 
the beauty created by the 
Omayyads.. 11 lie agreed. 

Between the years 1952-62, 
he was selected by UNESCO os an 
a ns and crafts expert, mid was 
sent to Libya.

Badran is best db ffl 
known for liis lamp- Al 
shades.

A well-rounded craftsman, one 
can sec in his lioiiie. die different 
media that lie has liantllcd - 
dirmigiiout his life. One can see 
an intricate priming wood block 
similar to those made In India for 
priming designs on dotli. Beside 
it is a biass cast representing 
Islamic designs, and another lace- 
like design of calligraphy and 
intertwining lines made in clay, 
which would liave been the first 
stage before die production of 
the brass. 

A pioneer in decorating glass, 
an art that is now rampant in 
Jordan, he works indicate designs 
with so much precision, end 
applies the design to the shape of 
the abject in such an aesthetic 
way, that though gold might not 
be your cup of tea, you would still 
be awestricken at die beauty of 
the piece. 

That leaves his beautiful icons 
of calligraphy, blessings and 
Quranic verses, fitted in Ireautiftil- 
ly painted frames. “ You must be 
thankfLil for ail your talents P we 
told him . " Look at his calligra- 
phy," exclaimed his wife , “most 
of die inscriptions are Al Hamdu 
Lfllnhif Thanks be to God)."

Tlie Pndslianama now belongs to the Royal Library at 
Windsor Castle in England. 

Shall Jahan loved his wife Mumtaz Mahal. When she died giv- 
ing birth to his fourteenth child, he builr for her die most 
famous mausoleum in the world, the Taj Mahal In Agra, India. 
This white marble monument is studded with semiprecious 
stones and is. at places, embedded with black calligraphy 
reciting Coranic verses dealing with access to paradise. The 
monument as a whole, reflected in the water of the pools 
that surround it, along with its exotic gardens, is an earthly 
paradise, a first step towards tiic access to the true Paradise. 
Shall Jahan was incarcerated in a palace near Taj Mahal during 
Flic last eight years of his life. He spent those years looking 
out tiic window at the tomb of liis beloved.
